Richest People Are Osage 
Indians. 

Testimony was given before 
the congressional committee 
investigating Indians affairs 
in Oklahoma that each of the 
2, .100 Osajje Indians is worth 
$20,000 which on a per capita 
basis, constitute them the 
richest people in the world. 

As their property is held 
in restriction by the govei-L- 
rnent, the Indiaas have useu 
a great many lawyers, it was 
stated. One attorney tcstifi- 
i he represented 23 claim- 
uts, .who demanded that the 
ovcrnment place them on the 
'sage rolls, thus giving them 
the right to twenty thousand 
dollars worlh of property. 
Tue wealth of these claimants, 
if they are successful, would 
amount to four hundred and 
sixty thousand dollars. 

Another attorney testified 
he had been employed to op- 
pose the claims on the ground 
that if allowed they would de- 
crease the wealth of the tribe. 
Attorneys fees are paid to 
keep the Indians off the rolls 
and fees were paid for putt- 
ing them on.
